Canization 
As a Local Problem 


“Illiteracy, Unsanitary Conditions, Disease, Igaorance of American 


Ideas and Ideals All to be Combatted Among 
Foreigners and Others 


The following is from an address deliv- 
ered a few days ago before the members 
of the Educational Committee of the Oak- 


‘land Chamber of Cominerce, by Fredrick 


Faulkner. It takes up local conditions in 
Oakland and other nearby places and is 
in every way applicable to Riehmond. 
Our Community Council will have this 
problem to deal with and it is going to 
take the best efforts of our best people. It 
is a very live problem, having to do with 
patriotism, good government, education, 
the saving of lives and of souls: 

‘‘Americanization, fortunately, is + 
broad term. It represents at onee our de 
ficiencies, our progress and our highest 
ideals. It is to be regretted) that present 
conditions and newly exposed — require- 
ments place greatest emphasis upon the 
deficiencies. In this connection the sit- 
uation, ef Oakland and the cast bay cities 
is not had, comparatively speaking. Tt is 
worse than some communities, better than 
a great many, but on the whole above the 
average. There is in this city a laree 
foreign clement, so called: that is, foreign- 
born residents, naturalized and not nat- 
uralized, and native-born children of par- 
ents of foreign nationality. "The larger 
number of these are still living in the un- 
amiable and vicious cirele of foreign in- 
fluences. Yet these alien children—alien 
in the spiritual sense, at leastQ\eunder the 
naturalization laws may at the age of 18 
become American citizens by a simple de- 
claration of desire and intention. Tests 
of mental and moral fitness are not ap- 
plied to them. 

“There are also a laree number of these 
residents that are illiterate. That is, they 
are unable to answer in the affirmative 
the merely formal and mild question, ‘Can 
you read and write?’ And a much larger 
proportion are unable to read and write 
the English languages: Tho literacy test 
which has been ‘appliéd “by census enum- 
erators is altogether inadequate. 

“Both these factors, the. forcign clement 
and illiteracy, have in the past not been 
of such magnitude as to intrude sharply 
upon our normal habits of thought and 
movement. As a consequences we have re- 
sponded to the reeent warnings and ap- 
peals with a lackadaisical motion. But 
Oakland’s share of illiteracy and of the 
alien element, untaught and unfitted in 
the duties of American citizenship is, in 
the light of present dangers and necessi- 
ties, a formidable problem. It is some- 
thing’ more than a passing phaso of the 
national life that needs only ty be dis- 
eussed to be disposed of; it is part and 
parcel of America’s great shame, aud] de- 
mands remedial action. It is a comminn 
ity problem so serious as to require the 
positive united performance of civie duty 
if the public safety is to be assured. 

“A great deal has been accomplished. 
The public school system of Oa'dand has 
made a truly remarkable advance in the 
work, remarkable considering the limita 
tions of equipment, facilities said the corps 
of instructors. j 

“Whatever agencies are cutrusted with 
the work should consist of trained and 
competent teachers, additional physical 
equipment and media for bringing the 
subject into a close and cordial contact 
with the things that comprise the higher 
expressions of American life, and particu 
larly of the life of the local community. 

“This may involve an increase in pub- 
lic expenditures. And if the money neees- 
sary is not forthcoming through official 
channels, then it is patent that private as- 


. sistance and individual patriotism must 


be appealed to. Some phases of the work 
cannot be met with money alone; they 
call for personal service and we must he 
ready to give that also. 

“Surely we should net approach the 
problem in an attitude of a St. Vitus 
dance of morality and a suddenly aroused 
sense of righteousness. There should be 
a symphony of effort, well ordered and 
coherent. Neither am I disposed_ to feel 
an interest in the mattcr out of a sense 
of fear of the menace of Bolshevism. That 
word is much used and over-used. We do 
our foreign-born citizens and illiterates 
an injustice when we picture them as po- 
tential Bolshevists. We owe . them an. 
apology. They may be living in’ condé- 
tioris provocative of discontent, and even 
of organized, unlawful protest. It may 


“be more, menacing than Bolshevism, but 


Noe ” 


we should not shirk it on that account, 
Let us at Icast have the courage to find 
an ‘“merisan name.for our American ail- 
menis. Then give them a title that will 
ider'ify, them with the real.eauses, ‘The 
Bolshevik is» Teutonie creation. His po 
litie:] pregrim is assassination, rapine 
and plunder. Should an organized effort 
be made to inaugurate such a reign of 
terror in this country—and there mav he 
such an attempt—I am confident there 
will uprise a sufficient number of patri- 
otie, order-loving Americans to deal’ with 
it as the occasion may demand. 


Performance of a plain duty, the prin 
ciple of the square deal, the Golden Rule 
and the advancement of the material in 
terest of the community and the nation 
should T the motives of any Americani- 
zatjpn program. These will form a foun- 
dation for permanency and consistency. 
Onee we get into the habit of giving our 
fellow-man and neighbor a ehance — to 
make good as a citizen, to comprehend the 
working of democraéy, to understand the 
operation of the Republic, and the enjoy 
ment of liberty under the law, we shail not 
readily abandon it. The returns fron the 
Investment will be attractive and perfect 
ty obvious. 

“Some statisties of the formal anil tra- 
ditional kind are available. But they are 
woefully inadequate to an authentic pie 
ture. We might take the federal census 
figures of 1910. They shewed the per 
centage of illiteracy in California to be 
less than 21-2 per cent of the total popu 
lation, Yet when the great national army 
was formed under the selective draft law, 
which drew its members from every wall 
of life, from every city and country, dis- 
trict, from every street, alley and highway 
upon tht basis of age and physical fitness 
alone, it developed that nearly 10 per cent 
had to be taught the meaning of ‘Forward 
march!’ And when these unprepared men 
were set in motion the drill sergeant had 
to stop them by pantomime until he ex- 
plained the meaning of the command 
‘Halt!’ A psychological survey conduet- 
ed by army authorities at Cainp Lewis, 
where men from the West were mobilized 
for training, disclosed that 13 1-2 per eent 
were unable to read and understand wews- 
papers and to write letters hom. 

“Tam informed that a very promising 
survey has been conducted throw) the 
Oakland sehools, whereby the nun ‘er, the 
address anda partial family history of 
the foreign residents has been olfained. 
The work of organizing this data into 
charts and tables is now under way. When 
completed it) probably WAIL constitute a 
most valuable contribution to the subject 
under disenssion and we mey poolitably 
await the opportunity to eorsdor it. 
Then a new faetor has been inv odueed, 
This is the new industrial population. 
Five vears ago there were about 3000 in- 
dustrial workers in’ the community: now 
there are nearly 50,000, A larg. portion 
of this new population are alien or for- 
cign-born, - 

“Tt seems preferable to consider the 
question in the bulk. Indeed, for indicat: 
ed and other reasons, this course is usees- 
sary. Americanization problems — will 
yield only slightly to exclusive scientific 
and academic methods. It is e question 
of humanity and we must approach it 
through the human equation, as broad and 
deep and illimitable as that equation is. 

“May I, therefore, in a general way re- 
mind you of some of the local aspects of 
the problem? Harry Lafler, in a recent 
survey of Oakland, compiled a table show- 
ing the rate of infant mortality in several 
districts of the city. It was interesting, 
though not surprising, to find where most 
of the babies die. In a district covering 


the Piedmont hills and the north-of-the- 


laké region the mortality rate was less 
than five in cach ten thousand infants. Tn 
a district near the western waterfrout the 
mortality rate was over sixty per ten 
housand. In one section of the city we 
are shown the results of proper living con- 
ditions and the conservation of childhood; 
in another the horror of involuntary and 
preventible infanticide. 

“Let us construct some more sections 
of the social and economic picture of the 
waterfront district. Here is a pretty close 
approxintation of the slums of Europe. It 
is Oakland’s substitute for New York’s 
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East Side tenement district. Foreign 
habits of life prevail to a large extent. 
The diet is meager. There are.not enough 
heds for all the members of — the large 
families and some of the children sleep on 
the floor. There is poor ventilation, over- 
crowded rooms. As in the physical life, 
so in the mental and ¢piritual. There 1s 
over-indulgence in subjects that aronse 
the temper and passions, in appeals to 
politieal, religions and social prejudices; 
and very little of those exchanges and ex- 
pressions that signify the moral and spir- 
itual development and enrichment of the 
American people. These residents have 


been in America a long time, but they 


have not become of America. They have 
not acquired the variety of American re- 
sources in recreation, amusement, medita-

standing and a justifiable discontent on 
the part of the foreign element.”’

He advocated abandonment of 
“rhe conception that capital is 
the natural enemy of labor and 
that unorga laborers are 
etraitors to their class.”

The plan further provides for refer- 
ence In case of disagreement to the 
company’s president, thence to a gen- 
‘ eral council of all works affected. Arbi- 
tration by mutual consent is the final 
resort.
